Messieurs Editors, 


THE public attention has been very properly 
called by several late publications, to the culpable 
neglect of duty in the President of the Unired States, 
jn not sooner carrymg into execution a law of the 
United States, whith was passed for the preserva- 
tion ot the lives and property of our fellow-citizens, 
and the sgaudalous inexecution of which has been 
attended, for some time past, with the plunder of our 
property, and in a late melancholy instance, with the 
disastrous death of a feHow-citizen. Yes,an inn cent 
fellow-creature, a worthy citizen, pursuing his honest 
calling, has fallen a victim to this So rey violation 
of duty. Can this be denied? Will his placemen 
and pensioners have the bare-faced inipudence to 
deny this? Was there not, long before the murder 
of Pierce, an act of Congress in force, (the provi- 
sions of which were lately published in the ‘Times) 
not orly giving power to the President, but posi- 
tively directing him to remove from the waters of 
the U. Staves any foreign armed vessels by calling 
to-his aid ail ihe armed force of the U. Staves, re- 
gulars and militia, and to preventany merchant ves- 
sel of the nation to which such armed vessel be- 


’ longs, from loading or wuloading in any of our ports, 


and to prohibit. by proclamation, any person from 
furnishing provisions or supplies to such armed ves- 
eel, and to prevent any of her offcers from landing 
on American ground, and rf they do, to seize and 
arrest them? Were these not ample powers—pow- 
ers, which no doubt he asked, and with which he 
was satisfied; (and such was the acqui¢scing spirit 
of congress, they would have enlarged them had he 
required it) having then abundant powers for the 
end, why did he not sooner enforce them? The 
act directed him immediately to instruct all the mar- 
shals and collectors how to carry it into execution. 
Has he even issued any such instructions? No. Has 
he ever called on the commanding officers of the re- 
gular troops, navy or militia, to remove these ships? 
No. Has he ever forbid the unloading or loading 
of any English ship in any of our ports, till this 
blockading squadron bad been removed? No. Did 
he issue ttis proclamation till after Pierce’s death, 
interdicting supplies to this squadron? No; they 
were daily fed from New-York. Has he caused to 
be arrested any of that squadron whenon shore? No; 
they were seen every day in New-York. Had he 
carried the act into execution in any one of these par- 
ticulars, would the seuadron have remained in our 
waters as long as it did? No. Would Pierce have 
been slaughtered? No. Then let fetlerson be im- 
peached: public justice requires it, and if there is 
yet to be found any true, pure republican spirit in 
congress, the first measure taken at their next ses- 
sion must be a vote of impeachment. 

I call upon the Randoiphs, Nicholsons, and the 
impeachers of Caage now to shew their patriot- 
ism. Chase was impeached for carrying the law 


into execution against a traitor and a libeller ; but | 


Pierce wes neither a traitor nor a libeller; he was 
murdered while innocently pursuing his lawful busi- 
ness ; he lost his life because Jefferson neglected his 
duty. In vain do his official papers endeavour 
to gloss over the deed ; mm vain do they attempt to 
avert the wrath of an indignant nation from its true 
object, by thundering out invectives against the 
British government, The British government is 
not charged with our protection. We are equal to

our own protection, when we have wise legislators 
and fa:thful officers.. In this case, the law wasam- 
ple, the means of protection abundant, but the chief 
magistrate, be it cowardice or not, deserted his 
trust.

The Retrospect in every volume furmshes us with evi- 
dence; and that in the present as much as any of 
the preceding. It contains the same party misre- 
presentations that disgrace, the same pufls on him- 
selfand Dr: Miller, that adorn the former numbers : 
it is marked by the same supercilious insolence to- 
wards other physicians, the same overweening, self- 
inflated notions of himself that could never yet be 
concealecdi when treating on the science of medicine ;

I should not have gone out of my way to mention 
this, were it not that the doctor has written the most 
abusive philippicill nature Could invent against the 
learned and respectable Dr. Haygarth of Bath, be- 
cause he ventured to give an opinion unfavorable to 
the doctrine of domestic origin, without having act- 
vally attended on patients ill of the disease.* This 
comes with a good grace, to be sure, from one who 
is among the very first to scamwer from town the 
moment the alarm about yellow fever begins. But 
to return: 

Lastly: As proof of the highest presumptive hind 
that Dr. Mitchell is,the author of the Keirospect of 
American Literature, at least all but that which re- 
lates to theology, is the circumstance of its being 
copied and sent to Mr. Cheetham for republication 
in the Citizen, as being taken from a work Of great 
celebrity, published in London. No other man I ven- 
ture to say, in the U, States, would have thought it 
worth the trouble of transcribing. But should it 
not be true that doctor Mitchell is the wricer of the 
article itself, yet that he has been aiding and abetting 
in its republication here may be stated as a fact 
which will not be denied. I conclude with the 
words tsed by me on a former cecasion. ‘Icis a 
scandalous imposition on the American public. It 
is a species of literary forgery for which those 
concerned ought to meet with exemplary and con- 
dign punishment.’

Having 
pertormed thefe fevera! duties, you will 
proceed to make and eftablifh fuch reafon- 
able laws as you flrall judge expedient for 
the good and welfare of the common. 
wealth; and the necellary fupport and 
detence of the government. Butit has 
beep found inconvenient tor the members 
of the general court to be long employed 
in the public fervice at this feafon ot the 
year, and therefore they have ufually poft- 
poned to the winter fefiton fuch buofinefs 
#- did mot require their immediaie vo- 
tice.

and, after a fevere engepement, eff-fied 
his efcape by throwing his guns overboard. 
The letter alfo mentions the capture of 
Miranda's two fchooners, in one of which 
was the fon of col. Smith. { Merc. Adv. | 
Extra of a letter from Carraces, dated 
15th May. > 
** Ever fince the departure of the traitor 
Miranda, from New-York, we have watch. 
ed his motions and obferved all his opera- 
tions at Jacquemel, Op the egth March 
he appeared on the coaft with the corvette 
Leander, and two fchooners, the Bacchus 
and the Bee. He landed five emiffaries, 
and onthe fame day he was attacked by 
our vellels of war—he fuflained the attack 
with courage, for a moment, but obferving 
eur veilels preparing to board, he fled in 
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a daftardly manner, after throwing over 
art ot his military flores. 

“* The two {chooners were captured af- 
ter a flight refiftance. Three of the per- 
fons on board threw themfelves into the 
fea—but two of them were immediately 
picked up, the other was drowned. 

‘© We have taken g0 Of thefe brigands 
who will foon have their trial. We have 
alfo taken the 5 emiffaries who were land. 
ed with their commiffions, uniforms, &c. 
guns, piftols, faddles, military flores, and 
a number of proclamations headed with 
liberiy, and printed by your printers, to 
revolutionize this province. In a word, 
we have captured al! but the Leander, and 
there is little doubt fhe wil! foon be brought 
in by our veffels who are in purfuit of ber. 
A great reward is offered for the capture 
of her and capt. Lewis.”” [ PArl. Gaz.] 





Extract of a letter dated Grenada, 27th May, from 
a gentleman en board the Leander, to Samuel G. 
Ogden. 5 
** We left Jacquemd on the 27th of March, ar- 

rived at the island of Aruba on the 9th of April, 
where, after taking in sufficient water, wesailed on 
the 15th of April, and being off the Main on the 
27th near Poto Cavello we fell in with a Spanish 
brig of 20 guns and a schooner of 16 ;* by both of 
which we were attacked, aud liad an action of 
half an hour, but no apparen: damage done on ei- 
ther side. However, during the contesi, we were 
so unfortunate. as. to lose two schooners we had 
chartered at Jacguemel, on board of which vessels 
were about 60 men. This civeumstance was vcca- 
sioned by those schooners failing to leeward, and 
our not being able to separate the brig from the 
schooner, in which case we should have savéd our 
licde convoy. 

*« However, to remedy this evil, we immediately 
determined to goto Trinidad, to obtain such isfor- 
mation and assistance as the British might be dispos- 
ed to.afford us. 

«*On our way we fortunately fell in with the Brit- 
ish sloop of war Lilly, Capt. Carapbell, who re- 
ceived us with much cordiality, and informed us, 
it was his particular instructions to serve us, at the 
same time advising us to prt into Grenada as the 
Governor of that Island had some particular com- 
munication to maketo General Miranda. ‘ 

«© We have already received the governor’s assur- 
ance of the most prompt, co-operation. We shail 
probably take up one or two days at most in mak- 
ing the necessary arangements here, and shall then 
proceed immediately to Trinidad (in. company with 
the Lilly sloop of war) where we understand the 
governor of that island will also give us every as- 
Sistance that is necessary.

or three frigates cannot be {pared from the 
fervice in the Potomack river, to drive 
thofe ruffians fromyour fhores. It might, 
indeed, anfwer the double purpofe of bring- 
ing Whitby to juftice, who, it feems, can- 
not be brought thereto by the common 
courfe of law. It is more than probable 
he will not confine himfelt to the limits 
prefcribed by our government; but, as 
ufual, commit his depredations in the wa. 
ters, and within the jurifdition of the U- 
nited States, thereby affording a fit oppor- 
tunity to attack and bring him to juflice, 
although by an uncommon courfe of law.

gallant commander, Whitby, and was fent 
in for adjudication for the very reafon that 
induced the others to let her pafs. The 
condemnation of veffels here is fo little 
regarded, that it almoft becomes a matter 
of courfe from their being fent in, and the 
captors are fo well aware of this, that they 
immediately begin to calculare the amount 
of prize money accruing to each from the 
fale of the veffel fo captured.

to pull them in autumn, I had more than 
double the quantity. The potatoes were 
of a much better quality and much larger. 
As potatoes are of great ufe to a farmer in 
tatting {wine and beet cattle, 1 would re. 
commend it to thofe people, who ufe the 
plafter, to make the experiment for them. 
felves, by plaftering the potatoes foon al- 
ter the urft hoeing.
